ARE YOU SURE 
THE ROAST WILL 
BE “JUST RIGHT”? 


Is is just chance when the roast of 
beef or pork or lamb comes from the 
oven, crisply brown and done to 
a 
tu rn ? 
Is the outside of the roast of 
beef that rich brown and does each 
slice toward the center become a little 
m ore delicately pink? The roast may 
be just right if a few simple rules 
which have been worked out scienti­ 
fically are followed, according to the 
home economics departm ent, N ation­ 
al Live Stock and Meat Board. Con­ 
siderable time has been devoted in the 
last few years to experimental meat 
cookery and the results which have 
been obtained are of inestimable val­ 
ue to the housewife. 
In all roasting 
the 
tem perature 
m ust be right and the cooking must 
be carried on for the correct amount 
of time. 
The oven control is a boon 
to housewives in turning out perfect l 
roasts. 
For all roasts the oven should be | 
hot to start with, for beef and lamb 
the tem perature should be 525 
de­ 
grees F and for pork a tem perature 1 
of 480 degrees is recommended. 
The roast is put in the oven 
a n d , 
browned or seared at these tem pera­ 
tures and then the heat is reduced to 
a 
moderate 
tem perature—350 
de­ 
grees and the cooking is then con­ 
tinued at that tem perature until the 
roast Is done. 
How long should a roast be cooked ? 
T hat depends on the kind 
of meat. 
Pork is always cooked well done. Beef 
m ay be roasted rare, medium, or well 
done according to personal prefer­ 
ence. 
Some persons like lamb a lit­ 
tle under done, but usually it is cook­ 
ed to the well-done stage. 
About thirty minutes per 
pound 
should be allowed for cooking a pork 
roast—this in addition to the sear­ 
ing period of fifteen minutes. 
Roast 
beef is seared from tw enty to thirty 
m inutes and then for a rare roast six­ 
teen minutes per pound is allowed; 
for a medium well-done roast, tw en­ 
ty-tw o m inutes per pound, and for a 
well-done roast, th irty m inutes 
per 
pound. 
Lamb requires thirty min­ 
utes per pound. 
Lamb requires th ir­ 
ty m inutes per pound to be well done. 
According to the best authorities, 
a roast should be salted before it is 
put in the oven. 
A better flavor 
is 
im parted to the m eat if the salt has 
a chance to penetrate to the interior 
of the roast. 
The way the roast is put in 
the 


oven has an im portant bearing 
on 
the final results. The roast should al­ 
ways be put in the oven with the fat 
side up. 
The fat melts and bastes 
the roast and so removes that bother. 
The leg of lamb is put in the pan skin 
down and th at thin papery covering 
known as the fell should not be re­ 
moved as the roast holds its shape 
better and there is less shrinkage. 
The roasting pan should not be cov­ 
ered at any time during the roast­ 
ing period, nor should any water be 
added. 
The observance of these rules will 
insure a roast that is tender, juicy 
and evenly cooked throughout.

The molest­ 
ing of traffic without just cause, es­ 
pecially at night, is a dangerous pas­ 
time, as the methods usually employ­ 
ed by the practical joker would lead 
the law-abiding motorist to believe 
he is being held up.

The State Highway Department has

The development of an apple plan­

In New York, the Empire State Po­ 
tato Club annually recognizes a lim­ 
ited number of potato growers. This 
organization places cost of production 
first as a basis of scoring—counting 
50 per cent on the cost of growing 
each bushel. 
Next in importance is 
the 
yield 
to the acre 
of the same 
grade of potatoes, being used as 
a 
basis for 40 per cent of the 
score. 
Total yield per acre, while very im­ 
portant in final returns, is given only 
ten per cent in the scoring. The en­ 
tire acreage of potatoes grown 
on | 
each farm is included in the contest,' 
rather than just a small plot. 
Last season ten New York State 
producers were adjudged premier po­ 
tato growers. Four were former win­ 
ners. 
Oscar 
Alberding, 
of Oneida 
County scored 96.74 points to lead the 
group. His potatoes cost 42.8 cents a 
bushels and 315 bushesl of his aver­ 
age acre yield of 342 bushels graded 
U. S. number 1. The lowest cost was 
made by James M. Doran, 
Monroe 
County, with 40.7 cents a bushel. The 
highest cost of the winners was only 
57 cents. 
Nine of the premier growers 
pro­ 
duced 300 bushels or more per acre. 
With costs, all of which were 
les* 
than 57 cents, their acre profit was a 
handsome one if they sold at a high 
market point. In any case they realiz­ 
ed a profit far greater than the av­ 
erage of high cost producer. 
Tin 
New York farm price for potatoes on 
September 15, was $1.15 a bushel. If 
the nine premier growers received as 
little as $1 a bushel for their crop, 
their average profit was at least $129 
an acre, made possible by low cost 
methods of production.

specifically 
given authority to impose a like oc­ 
cupation tax, upon “contract carri­ 
ers” and “private carriers”, just

not now have the power to assess this

PROM POTATOES 


In New York, the Empire State Po­ 
tato Club annually recognises a lim­ 
ited number of potato growers. This 
organisation places cost of production 
first as a basis of scoring—-counting 
50 per cent on the cost of growing 
each bushel. 
Next in importance is 
the yield to the acre of the same 
grade of potatoes, being used as a 
basis for 40 per cent of the score. 
Total yield per acre, while very im­ 
portant in final returns, is given only 
ten per cent in the scoring. The en­ 
tire acreage of potatoes grown 
on 
each farm is included in the contest, 
rather than just a small plot. 
Last season ten New York State 
producers were adjudged premier po­ 
tato growers. Four were former win­ 
ners. 
Oscar Alberding, of Oneida 
County scored 96.74 points to lead the 
group. His potatoes cost 42.8 cents a 
bushels and 316 bushesl of his aver­ 
age acre yield of 342 bushels graded 
U. S. number 1. The lowest cost was 
made by James M. Doran, 
Monroe 
County, with 40.7 cents a bushel. The 
highest cost of the winners was only 
67 cents. 
Nine of the premier growers pro­ 
duced 300 bushels or more per acre. 
With costs, all of which were 
less 
than 57 cents, their acre profit was a 
handsome one if they sold at a high 
market point. In any case they realiz­ 
ed a profit far greater than the av­ 
erage of high cost producer. 
The 
New York farm price for potatoes on 
September 15, was $1.15 a bushel. If 
the nine premier growers received as 
little as $1 a bushel for their crop, 
their average profit was at least $129 
an acre, made possible by low cost 
methdds of production.
